YeMow fever in Franklin, La. 

There were no new cases of yellow fever at Franklin on the 25th or 
the 26th instant. On the 27th instant Surgeon Carter reported that a 
case of fever, decidedly suspicious in character, had developed on the 
24th in a person who had probably been exposed to the same source of 
infection as had the last case of yellow fever. The detention camp was 
reported as being in course of construction on the 28th. No new cases 
occurred on August 29. Surgeon Carter reported that all arrangements 
for establishing a detention camp and also train-inspection service had 
been completed, and that the latter would be instituted as soon as 
necessary. On the 30th a new case occurred — the physician who had 
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
